Tue Senators are tired of hiving on $3080. The
expenses of Washington are too much of a drislu
on their purses, Fame iz »n glorious stimulunt
to office, but fame without funds is rather a poor
diet. If asession of Congreas had lasted three
months, it might be possible, with a milenge of
forty cents per mile, to eke out a scanty sub-
sigtence. A thousand dollars a month would
onrry even s Benator through Washington, but
when the session is protrmcted untll it sp-
proaches the heated season, the fuuds run low
and fn increase I8 demanded. Now we have
always tuvored a proper and liberal compensu-
tion being given to members of Congress; we
degire to see such a sum paid that, while it
should be sufficient to onable a poor but able
man 1o scoept the position, yet it shonld not be
sufficient to induece a contest for the position,
becsuse of the cupidity of the comperitors.
But, at the same time, we have favored an
squalization of mileage, and not have travelling
expenses used as n closk to secure a gmall
fortune,

We therefore were pleased to see that an effort
nt an increase had been made, but upon reading
the various propositions we became sturtled with
surprise. We will briefly guote the various
propositions:—

Mr. RippLe moved to inorease the salary to
$£5000, and allow the mileage to remain at 40
cents,

Mr. HENpersox moved to make the pay $5000,
commencing with December Insl, and decrease
the mileage to 20 cents per mile, to commencs
with the sncceeding Congress.

Mr., WitsoN favored $5000, and mileage 10
vents, except for Pacific members; dates the
same as Mr. HENDERSON'S,

Mr. Hexprrson moved a substitute to make
the pay $5000 and mileage 20 cents, to date back
to the let of lust December.

Mr. Henpricks favored $5000 and & reduction
ot mileage, not 1o take effect until March 4th,
1867,

In a1l of their magnammons efforts ut reform
a peculiar looking arter number one was visible,
For instance, the modest sugeestion of Mr, Hux,
pERSON to make the increase come iuto the
pockets of the present members, while the re-
form was carcfully prepared for operation on
their sacoessors. Now in regard to the ineroase
to $5000, we emphatically are on the affirmative
side. No man fitted to represent a constituency
but can make more than $3000 a year did he re-
main at bhome and attend to bis legitimate
business, They sacritice their personal interests
to attend the sessions, and the lousst that can be
done is that they have their expenses paid,

The question ol mileage still remains. Of its
origin there can be but hitle doubt. It wasa
species of bribery to induce the Western mem-
pbers to avold any complaint in regard to the
distance they had to travel, und was (o act asa
means of silencing ull opposition to having the
capital located in the extreme east. The nation
ia 8o vast, extending from ocean to ocean, that
the location of the capital at or near the geo-
graphical centre is a matter of little sigaiticance
to anybody. The astonishing improvement in
the means of transportation and travel, and in
meuns of postal and telegraphic communication,
equalize all places which possess the facilities of
railroad connections, The exceptional case is
that of our Pacfic States, and they must remain
exceptional until the railroad mow projected
shall have bronght them closer to thelr sisters;
but even now our'admirable ocean steamersjbring
them reasonably near the Atlantic clities,

When, some forty years ago, the system was
revived and set In full operation, some such
provisien was necessary. The members, many
ol them, were compelled to travel injcarriages or
stages, and & proper compensation waus due
tkem for the time they lost. Bpeaking on this
topic, the Baltimore Sun, 1 a recent artiole,

thus puls the case:—
“When the system was first established, many
of the members ol Congress from 8 distauce
travelled to the seat oljgovernment in thelr gwn
carriages, or on horseback, and the allowance ot
$6 tor every twenty miles of travel was a lair
repregentation of the extra Lime and expense
wl‘;‘mh the distant mewbers bestowed upon the
public gervice. But the cose is entlrely altered
pow., The member frem Oregon or Uslllornia
requires no more time, and is not sabject to u
tithe of the bardship and exposure which a
member from the backwoods of Kentucky or
Tenuessce enconnterad lorty years ago, At tha
time the member received wbout fifteen hundred
dollars tor his tour trips, ont to and another
from Congress, at each session, and every (rip
conswming trom three 1o tour weeks. Now, for
the same smount ol service, the Culilornia snd
Oregon members recoive each about eloven
thousand dollara, which, added to their pav of
six thousand dollare, gives them the uniee little
sularv of mine thousand dollars a year, Ten
conts a mile, or $2 for twenty miles, ‘o place ol
$8, would be a tair and liberal sllowance for che
truvelling expenses ol members, This is what
jurors and witnessce get wheo summ mea by the
public from their homoes, ‘This 1 about what
ofMeers of the army sad navy and other pubhe
gervanls get when sent from oune part of the
country Lo another, Either let the campensution
be fixed In this way, or let every member be re-
quired to present an account current of his
actusl travelling exponses, verilied by his slgna-
ture, atthe beginning or end of every session,
This I8 u plain, common sense yiew of the
subject, and one a4 once reasonable and practi-
cal. ‘The Washington correspondent of the
Newark Kovening Cowrwer, in & lelier treating ol
this subject, alw expresses what must be the
sentiments of all right-thinking people. This
1s evidently a%eross injustice, and one lo which
attention sbould be called, and & remedy
o = lize the f bers
Wit is proposed to equalize the pay of mom
of (}onul:mm giving a# much to the Influentisl
and hard-working members from the Aflsntio
Huates, who do the burden of the business, as ia
uow granted to the raw recroits from the Paclfic
reglon. There ls no resson, for onuﬂ&
wr;uthe Chalrmen of Appropriations, Ways

Meana, Judiclary and Forelen AMairs should
reoeive but about onethird as moch as members
from New Mexico, Nevada, and other Weatern
Btates, The miloage schemo 18 & swindle npon
the Kastorn representatives, and whils the best
paid pembers get Little enongh, the poorest are
‘poor indeed,' _

“There are fow members worth anything to
aniybody but what leave more luoraiive and
leisurely ocouputions toengage in publiosarvice.
The prominence acquired is groat, and ambitious
men get thele (11, but it 1= an unsubstantal digt,
and Its howmaopathic doses do not conduce toh
plethoric purses, Many members, who oan
aflord i, spend more then their salaries in the
distribition of doouments and di seminating
necessary information, All  the prominent
members are obliged to employ and lee one or
more private secrelaries to attend to the varied
calls of the'r constituents : and so great has tols
tax upon the foremost members become, that
the petty claims of oversensitive consiltnents
must be seemingly negnected, or the pabile
busipess really s0. Woula any lawyer listen to
all the claims from a disiriet represcoting one
tundred thotsand people tor S3000 per nonum —
boing obliged, at the snme time, to keep up two
estubhishmoents, his houss and his hotel at the
sentol justice? Clonerossmen nre the people'ala x-
vers—the community is their elient, and it said
elient 18 not served grataitously um{ graciously,
even 1o the detriment of more {mporiant public
interests, the repregentative ls supposed to be
dereliot In his dury,"

The bill, ns it finally paseed, 18 a2 near just as
could be expected. The decrease of mile
agy dutes back from the commencement of the
suegion, nnd #o wlso does the increase of salary.,
The resulr i= that, while it costs the Government
no more, it reduces some of the enormous per-
quisites of the Western members, and makes s
more equitable distribution of the pnblie funds
atmong all the representatives,

Was It Dignified ?
I'n the official action of the two Houses of our
National Leglslature we always expect a for-
mulity und dignity such as would appear in the
eyes of the world the proper conduct of the re-
presentatives of a great people. Especially do
we clsim such a display when a law is being
pusged which is of vital importance to the wel-
fare of the Government, and upon which hanzs
the respect of foreign powers, There is no action
on which our gelf-respect more entirely depends
thau in the making proper appropriation for the
support of our ministers abroad, If any show
ol pursimony is apparent, we sink from our high
posifion in the eyes of Europe. I any petty
personal feeling is mtroduced, it is apparent not
oply to Americans, but to that Court where

there i & mindster resident; and  Cone
gress, in ils smendments to the Foreign
Hervice Appropriation bill, has, we reeret
1o #av, exhipbited an absence of dignity

which its previous conduect bad hardly led us to
expect, We refer to the striking out of the pro-
vislon for the salury ol our Minister to Portuegal,
and the insertion of a special proviso that no
part of' the eontingent fund shall be miven to
enable him tosupport the dignity of our national
representative.  Let us look at the causes which
led to this omission,

Honorable Jasis E. Hanvey waa appointed
by Piesident Lanconw, in 16801, us Minister
Resident to (he Court of Porlugal. Previous
to that time he had always held the reputstion
of a stroug loyalist, Ee was for many years
Washington correspondent of one of our Phila-
delphias contemporaries, and has ever been an
intimate iriend and follower of our Beecretary of
Biate, He was despatohed by him in April, 1881,
on a special aud important secret mission to the
Rebels of Bouth Carolina, and he fulfilled his
duty with commendable fidelity. He was sent
sbroad as a radical Republican, coufirmed by a
radical SBenate, und has, 50 Iar as y¢ have ever
heard, represented our lind with  becoming
digmity and decorum, Some six months
gince fre wrote a letter, confidential 1n its navure,
to Mr. SEWARD, expreasing hig personsl views on

the national politics. The letler was &
private one, and guve merely the personal
views of the writer, It found its way into

print, and was the oceasion of general comment.
Now, the sentiments of that letter, although not
such as to meet the concurrence of many
true and loyal men, were nevertheless not

such as to disqualily their author from
properly representing  us sbroad. It was
a matter ol extremely smull  consequence

what Mr. Hanvey thought or how he acted,
We do not care whether the Portuguese are in
fuvor of the reconstruction policy of Congress
or the President; and so far as its effect oan
American readers was concerned, the fact that
he, after four years' absence, was writing of
evente which his readers understood far more
about than bimself, i8 the best evidence
thet it was harmless. Under such circum.
slances, we expected that the little effusion of
Mr. Harvey wounld have been passed over
unnoticed, and that its very insigoiicance
would protect it from any recognition by so
dignified & body a8 the Benate. It 18 therelore
with cousiderabls surprise and, we must add,
regrel, that we see that the Appropriation bill
wis 50 mmended as to eut hun off from any
salary.

The manner in which the design was ncoom
plighed seewms to us malapropos, It is beyoud
the power of Congress to recull n Minister; they
therefore merely deprive him of means of snp-
porl. The result is that Mr. Hanvey will pro.
bably deaw on his private funds, and continue
to represent the United States while he meets his
OWn expenses, It may, in s pecuniary point of
view, injure him, but how much more does 1t
reflect on our nation—a nation which has
alwaye prided el on its exalted views—to
have s Minlster doing public service and poy-
ing out of his private purse for what will
benefit the nation? It ts really the same as
tnough Mr, HARvEY dgonated to the United
States the sum of $7600 per year, and as
though Congress accepted the charity. We
regret, for our nation's sake, that such a
course should have been adopted, Tt was
clearly beyond the province of Congress Lo
eudenvor to influence the diplomatic corps
in & secondary way, when, according
to the Constitution, it could not reach them,
Mr. Hanvey bad been guilty of no sot which
waa of such a nature as to unfit him for the post
of Minister, and we caunot but copsider the
sction of the Houses us bopeath that dignity
whioh should characterize all legislative trans.
actions

Oun READERS are naturally surprised to read
of the terrific storm which swept 80 near us,
und yet, with all its hail, had no effect on our
atmospbere. The dumage inflicted on the new
bridge st Havre-de Grace will osuse sincere
regrel among the travelllmg publio,. We sup-
pose for yeans to come wo will have to be orried
over on the evormous and unwieldy vessels,
which loses us half an hour of precious time.

Our Neutrality Laws.
Generar P, P, Bangs, from e Commitlee on
Formegn Affairs, presented an able report on the
condiwon of eur neotrality laws, wiich was
given to the publio in some of our morning
papers, The documoeal is a remarkably éx-
houstive one, aud treals thoroughly of the
subjoct. It commenoea with the laws passed in
1704-87, which were most atrpgeat in their
character, and were designed to protect our
voung republie, and terminates with an ex-
amination of the Femsn diffioulues of last
month, The Tridune gives & carernl digest of
ita contents, which we append:—

““I'ne report regards the laws of 1818, which
form the ground of our present neateal obliei-
tiong, as tounded in an unsound philosophy, wnd
tmposed upon the country by considerations
utlecting the interests ot other nations instead ol
our own, nud bholds that ‘the highest 1oterests of
civilization demand thar the liberyos and riches
ol neutrals should be extended, and 1he privileges
and powers of States at war dyninished.! The
law of 1818, it will be remembered, ennots thi
all concerned in thiting oor uny vessel wih
intent that sueh vessel shull be used n war
uﬁmmﬂ! nuy Btate with whom we are &b peace,
sbull be tned not more than $10,000, and m-
prigoned not more than three years. Another
part of the act requires that owners sod con
signees of grmed vessels shall enter tnto heavy
houds 1o keep the peace; thateoliectors shall de.
tain vessels on the nlcest suspicion, and makes
‘eitivens of the United States responsible tor the
ncta ol torcign subjects who are vevond the
jurisdietion ot the United Sintos.! The report
proposes the moditication of these provisioas,
whose "eilect is to perpetunte the subjugntion ot
States, witnoul naval foree, 1o the will of domsi-
pant maritime nationg,’ The attomps of Spain
on the southern republics, and wore recently
the bombardment ol Valparaiso, are cuased in
which « orsregard of siviet nentral oblhiedlions
woulld have benelited the world, Itis not pro-
posed that & modification ol our gwinles #anll
ubsolve Great Britwin from the recent olainis
upon her,  The United State: have carried ont,
in good faihh, their too stringent neatridity
Inwe; Great Britain bas not respasted her own
lese exncting oblizations. The report concludes
with an sllusion to the recent freak of nea.
trality in the case of' the Fenians, nnd does not
disguise the strong sympathy of Americans with
all sutlering nationalities, We thank General
BANKS 101 degnring, in bebalf of Congresa and
the Awerican people, that England owes repara-
tion to Ireland."”

We ARE GrAD Lo see that the Senate has con.
fiimed Hon. A. W. Raxpann as Postmaster
General, We do not care what may be M.
Raxvany's views ou certain political topies, but
have always argned in favor of a general aystem
of promotion in the civil aa well as the military
service.

Horrible Murder at Wheeling.

The Wheeling Kegister ol Monday says: " Aboul

assgult, He drew a large knife and stabbed her
81X times belore she coutd release hersell 1rom
Lis grasp, When he had sccomplished the toul
deed e released her, She staggered into her
house and died within niteen minutes, The
porrid deed was committed In the rear of a frame
bullding adjoining the residence of Mrs, L,
When Lukerd had inflicted the second stab, the
woman who resided in the irame house hesrd
the scuflle, and ran to the window. She saw the
man cotting the woman, but belore she could
give the alirm he had released his vietim and
made his escape. The deceased was about
thirty-five years of asge, Her husband, James
Riddle, is an employee on the Wheeling snd Cin-
cippah packet Potomae, anid is absent trom the
city most of his time,"

““‘What caused the brute to commit the foul deed
seems to be o mystery.  The murderer has so far
egcaped, and was <een on Sunday in Bellair,
Ollo. He is a saddler by trade and his deserip-
tlon is ns follows:—A German by birth, about
four feet six or eight inches high; very black
bair; has small feet; felon or bealing on the
thumo of the left hand; when last seen ho wore
i black frock cost, hight pants, vest aud hat.
He talks broken KEnghsh, and seldom looks o
person tair in the face. It is to be hoped he wilt
be arrested.”

you are shaved for two and 4 quarter eents, your
boots are mended for five cents, you make 8
substantinl dinner of soup, beef, potatoes, snd
puddivg for fourteen cents, gand so forth, The
same pavement of oolid, square stones extends
all the way scross Lhe street, and you walk in
the middle or oa the side, as yon cau find rgom
among the rattliog carriages, You seldum
enter a hotel or & store, or a large private dwell
